can cost you the salary of an extra assistant 


in the course of a year.

EQUALLY as important as the care- 
ful reclamation of gold in a dental 
practice is the conservation of 
time. When broken up into small 
fragments, too frequently time is 
brushed aside as having no value. 
Let us see if this is so. 

It is not difficult to evaluate the 
worth of each of your productive 
moments. All that is required is to 
take the practice receipts for a 
given year. Divide into this figure 
the number of days in a year that 
patients are seen. Then reduce the 
resulting figure by the number of

hours spent each day at dentistry, 
and finally divide by sixty to get 


the value of each minute of your 


time. If your income has been 
meeting your individual needs and 
professional objectives you prob- 
ably will be earning not less than 
fifty cents per minute. 

If two minutes are lost when- 
ever a patient is seen, this is cost- 
ing you at least the full time salary 
of an assistant, or $4800 per year. 
Such a loss might be because your 
secretary-assistant is too frequent- 
ly involved in some other duty 
rather than being at your elbow 
while a patient is in the chair. If 
so, it will pay to employ a second 
girl whose sole responsibility is to 
run the business office. If she is 
efficient and well qualified, such a 
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person will soon carry her own 
weight by arranging payments and 
appointments, keeping up with re- 
calls, seeing that the slow-payers 
do not become nonpayers, getting 
out the statements on time, and 
executing the other details of man- 
agement. Not only will she be sav- 
ing your time, but she will be 
bringing a profit into the practice 
by her own efforts as well. 

It does not require a stop watch 
time-and-motion study to turn up 
significant waste of time in a den- 
tal practice. It might result from 
the location of the supply or in- 
strument cabinet in connection 
with the operating area, where 
you spend the greater proportion 
of your time. An improper location 
of the chair, or an outmoded or in- 
adequate arrangement of drawers 
in the cabinet can be contributing 
factors. Lack of attention to the ar- 
rangement and display of the in- 
struments can seriously impair ef- 
ficient movements. Wherever a 
highly repetitious operation is in- 
efficient, time is being lost in the 
process. 
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By having a lapel microphone 
attached to him the dentist can 
make a tape recording of his con- 
versation with a patient in getting 
the facts needed for the record. 
This will result in an improved 
typewritten patient chart, and 
save time as well. 

An alternative procedure to the 
use of a microphone would be to 
dictate the findings to the assistant 
who would be the custodian and 
recorder of the chart. This can be 
done while the dentist is engaged 
at the chair, and his time is already 
being used productively. 


Conversation Relaxing 

Perhaps the typical time and 
motion expert—who so frequently 
is on the borderline of fanaticism 
on this subject—considers many 
things done by a dentist as being 
extremely wasteful. For instance, 
he would undoubtedly disapprove 
of those intervals the dentist and 
patient take during chairtime to 
discuss a television program seen 
the previous evening, or to argue 
the relative merits of the Philadel- 
phia Eagles and the Baltimore 
Colts. Yet this is not necessarily 
a frittering away of golden mo- 
ments. If the dentist is engaging in 
such conversation in order to relax 
the patient, and to overcome his 
tensions, the time spent has a great 
value from a public relations point 
of view, and it is quite possible 
that the subsequent service per- 
formed will be expedited mate- 











rially by obtaining better cooper- 
ation from the patient. 

In trying to save two minutes 
per patient it will not be necessary 
to cut down the time spent on the 
fee interview, visual aids, and 
other educational processes. It will 
help, though, if attention is given 
to tightening up and strengthening 
the manner in which the existing 
dental condition is presented to 
the patient, in diagnosing the con- 
dition, and making recommenda- 
tions for rehabilitation. 

First, let us ask ourselves several 
questions. How well in the past 
have the over-all health conditions 
been analyzed? Has a general his- 
tory been taken on all new pa- 
tients? Has each patient been giv- 
en a diagnosis, and then a prog- 
nosis? How carefully has the re- 
habilitative service been analyzed? 
Has this led logically into a pre- 
sentation of what the cost will be? 
Has the conversation then turned 
naturally, and without embarrass- 
ment, to ways in which the finan- 
cial load can be met? 

You will have to supply the an- 
swers to the foregoing questions. 
If you are not satisfied with the 
ways they have been handled it 
will be worth while to give this 
area some careful attention. 

Dental management assistance 
can be utilized at this stage, but 
even so it will have to be you who 
will put the outline of presentation 
into words, to organize and even 
memorize it so well that it will be 








like turning on a tape recorder 
whenever an introductory patient 
interview presents itself. 

When properly organized and 
presented there will be fewer ex- 
traneous questions asked by the 
patient (each one requiring time 


, to answer), the time necessary to 


consider the dental problem will 
be minimized, and the patient will 
be able to reach a decision more 
quickly. Not only have you in- 
creased your productivity, but a 
better way of practicing dentistry 
has been arrived at in the process. 

There is labor saving equipment 
on the market that not nearly 
enough dental offices are using at 
the present time. There are forms 
found to be time saving by suc- 
cessful practitioners that have 
been overlooked by many dentists. 
But that is another story which I 
would like to go into shortly.

THE UNITED STATES TREASURY 
will soon start checking your in- 
come tax return with new “elec- 
tronic brain” equipment of the 
same type that today speeds air- 
line reservations and wires flowers 
from coast to coast in a matter of 
seconds. According to a recent an- 
nouncement, a pilot installation in 
the Atlanta Regional Office will 
begin in 1961, and full automation 
of the Internal Revenue Service

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as now planned will be completed 
a few years later. 

To a degree, of course, the In- 
ternal Revenue Service already is 
automated, with a battery of 
punch card machines that speed 
tax refund checks by the millions 
to taxpayers within a few weeks 
after April 15. This feat alone, if 
you think about it a minute, is 
nothing short of magnificent. But 
the new electronic machines will 
do more. Here is what “automatic 
data processing” in the Internal 
Revenue Service may mean to you 
as a practicing dentist. 

First, it does not mean that “Big 
Brother” is watching you. Despite 
the colorful language of some jour- 
nalists, the new electronic ma- 
chines are not “magic brains.”

Mean To You? 


They only do what people tell 
them to. But this they do almost 
unbelievably, quickly, and accu- 
rately. The machines actually 
check themselves, and if a part is 
not working, the machine says so 
by flashing a red light. While there 
still can be human errors in opera- 
tion, you can expect faster and 
more efficient processing of your 
tax return despite the fact that the 
sixty-five million returns currently 
filed will double in number over 
the next twenty years. 

What can the new machines do? 
Basically, three things that the In- 
ternal Revenue Service is con- 
cerned with: (1) calculate; (2) 
compare; and (3) “remember.” 

As for calculation, the Internal 
Revenue Service's experience has 
been that at least one return in five 
contains a mistake in arithmetic, 
and, what must seem discouraging 
to the Government auditors, a 
large proportion of these errors fa- 
vor the taxpayer. All tax returns 
are at least in theory given a once- 





over for mistakes in arithmetic, but 
automatic computers are certain to 
do the job much more quickly and 
efficiently. Moral: double check 
your arithmetic; errors against the 
Government draw automatic in- 
terest at 6 per cent on any under- 
payment of tax. 


Compares Figures 

Besides calculating, the new 
machines can also compare fig- 
ures. For instance, suppose one 
year you sustain an uninsured fire 
loss of several thousand dollars, 
unusually large for you or any oth- 
er taxpayer in your bracket, which 
you deduct on your income tax re- 
turn. Properly programmed, a ma- 
chine will swiftly “compare” your 
claimed casualty loss deduction 
with the deduction which experi- 
ence of the Service regards as 
“normal” for your income bracket. 
When this proves to be out of line, 
your return will drop out for fur- 
ther checking. 


So if you have an unusually 
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large deduction item you can be 
pretty certain your return will be 
checked. Hold on to your records, 
cancelled checks, receipts, ap- 
praisers reports, and other sup- 
porting data. Keep them in a large 
envelope with your tax return so 
when the Internal Revenue agent 
does drop around, you have a doc- 
umented if informal file, and are 
not scratching your head to re- 
member dates and amounts on 
events that happened two or three 
years ago. 

Finally, the new machine can 
“remember —that is, can assemble 
and store data relating to your tax 
return acquired from other sourc- 
es. For instance, if you work part 
time at a corporation’s dental clin- 
ic, the corporation must file an em- 
ployer’s information tax return on 
your salary. Certain payments of 
fees, dividends, and interest, also 
require information returns to be 
filed with the Government. Today, 
however, sometimes this data 
comes into the Internal Revenue 
Service too fast for it all to be as- 
similated. The information returns 
do not always provide the auto- 
matic cross-check that they are in- 
tended to. But when this informa-

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tion is all put on tape, they will. 

Finally, the new electronic ma- 
chinery will release thousands of 
government employees from rou- 
tine clerical service for field audits. 
Yours may be one of the additional 
returns that will be checked by 
this added personnel. What should 
you do? As tax counselors have ad- 
vised their clients for years, main- 
tain and keep adequate records of 
your income and deductions, and 
underlying data, and you have 
nothing to worry about. 

But that rare and unsavory per- 
son—the out-and-out tax evader— 
has plenty to worry about. Unless 
we want to have a rather unsatis- 
factory system of government by 
voluntary contribution, tax check- 
ups are a necessary part of the sys- 
tem. Eventually, you benefit if 
everyone is “encouraged” to pay 
his fair share of the cost of running 
the United States. And there’s an- 
other bright side too. If you are 
one of the fortunate taxpayers en- 
titled to a tax refund, automated 
data processing will get it to you in 
even less time than it takes today.

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INCOME PROTECTION demands im- 
mediate action. Disability follows 
no time schedule; neither does evi- 
dence of insurability. At any age 
an unfavorable diagnosis may pre- 
vent you from ever obtaining more 
insurance. Though time is of the 
essence you must be practical. To 
be inclusive of your individual 
needs your action must be planned. 

How is such action planned? 
The answer to this question is the 
objective of this article.

Next, examine the contents of 
each policy carefully and fill in, on 
the appropriate sheet, all inclu- 
sions and exclusions plus other per- 
tinent policy information. 

This information will allow a 
study and evaluation of present in- 
come protection; serve as a check- 
list in planning further protection; 
and it will acquaint you with the 
language of insurance. This orien- 
tation is of value when seeking 
more protection—your insurance 
agent will have more respect for

your opinions if you can speak in 
terms he is trained to understand. 

Group Policies: These are poli- 
cies made available to you because 
you are a member of a certain or- 
ganization. The American Dental 
Association, state dental societies, 
and fraternal organizations offer 
such policies. Group policies offer 
protection at lower cost than in- 
dividual policies. More important, 
in some instances, a group policy 
may be obtained without produc- 
ing evidence of insurability. How- 
ever, a group policy is offered to a 
group and not tailored to indivi- 
dual needs. Be sure you investigate 
the possibilities relative to your 
membership in some group. 

The following is a brief outline 
of group disability insurance of- 
fered to members of the Southern 
California Dental Association. The 
outline only refers to disability and 
not to group life or group surgical 
and hospitalization plans which 
are also offered to members. Other 
dental societies or individual den- 
tists may compare their protection 
with this group plan. The follow- 


ing outline relates to the maximum 





coverage offered in this policy. 

a. Total Disability—$700 per 
month. Accident pays from Ist day 
up to 60 months. Sickness from 8th 
day up to 24 months. Extended 
coverage pays $300 per month and 
takes over following the expiration 
dates of the original policies. For 
accident—$300 per month for life 
starting on the Ist day of the 61st 
month. Sickness—$300 per month 
for 60 months starting on the Ist 
day of the 25th month. 

b. Partial Disability—$350 per 
month, accident only, up to 6 
months. 

c. Accidental Death—$3000. 

d. Loss of Limbs or Sight from 
Accident—$5900 to $22,400. Ap- 
proximate annual cost for this pro- 
tection to members: to age 50, 
$258.90; ages 50 to 60, $281.50; 
ages 60 to 65, $326.40. 

Planning For Proper Disability 
Coverage 

Combination Policies: Let us as- 
sume you have a group policy 
comparable to the one outlined 
here, and you want more disability 
income. Then shop for one of the 
following: 
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1. Buy an individual policy pay- 
ing $400 per month to start, with 
the periods of disability as outlined 
in your group policy. If this is com- 
parable to the outlined group pol- 
icy, here is your coverage. 

a. Total Disability—Accident— 
$1100 per month from Ist day up 
to 60 months. Extended coverage 
—$700 per month up to life and 
starting in the 61st month of dis- 
ability. 

b. Total Disability—Sickness— 
$1100 per month from 8th day to 
24 months. Extended coverage— 
$700 per month for 60 months 
starting in the 25th month of dis- 
ability. The $400 per month can 
extend over a longer period for 
sickness disability depending on 
the terms of the added individual 
policy. 

2. At much lower premium cost 
buy a $400 per month individual 
policy which would give the same 
protection, with the following ex- 
ceptions: the first five years of ac- 
cident disability and the first two 
years of sickness disability would 
pay only the original $700 per 
month. The coverage following 
these initial periods would be the 
same as included in Example 1 of 
the Combination Policies. 

Individual Policies: If you are 
not a member of a dental society or 
do not have access to other group 
policies you will have to plan on 
protection through individual poli- 
cies. The combination policies I 
have mentioned can be used as a 
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guide to the value of the protec- 
tion you should have. 

In the foregoing, mention of 
partial disability, accidental death, 
and loss of limbs or sight have been 
purposely omitted. Individual pol- 
icies, singly or in combination with 
group policies, vary in their cover- 
age relative to these items. How- 
ever, keep this in mind during your 
policy shopping. 

Protective Clauses Embodied In 
An Ideal Policy: 

1. Noncancellable and guaran- 
teed renewable. 

2. Waiver of premium benefits. 

3. Incontestability by company 
after a certain period. 

4. Guarantee of premium. 

3. No restrictions as to type of 
injury or sickness. 

6. Guarantee of no post-issue 
riders or restrictions. 

7. Guarantee of no home or oth- 
er quarters confinement. 

8. Grace period—an allowance 
of 31 days premium payment after 
due date. 

9. Policy should cover disability 
occuring any reasonable time after 
injury. 

10. Contract should be nonag- 
gregate. 

11. Disability—to definitely 
mean being unable to practice 
your profession, and not referring 
to no payment if you are able to do 
work not connected with your pro- 
fession. This is an important point 
that must be fully discussed. 

The foregoing protective clauses 











are, as stated, associated with an 
ideal policy. We have never seen 
these all included in a group pol- 
icy, nor fully contained in an in- 
dividual policy. However, these 
are check-list points you must con- 
sider in examining the coverage of 





If necessary, shop around, talk to 
several insurance agents. Take 
notes on what each has advised. 
Go over these notes carefully with 
your wife or some other interested 
party. When you have arrived at 
an adequate plan of protection,

AN APPROACH TO THE MANAGEMENT OF MEDICAL

6. generally avoid the use of drugs unless you know exactly with what 
you are dealing;

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Chemical and heat therapy 
are used successfully to 


lighten dark, nonvital teeth. 


THE vusuAL darkened nonvital 
tooth can be restored to normal or 
near normal color by one or sev- 
eral treatments, depending upon 
the amount of brightening re- 
quired. Restoration of color is a 
conservative procedure before rec- 
ommending porcelain jacket con- 
struction. 

Discoloration of teeth results 
from both systemic and local caus- 
es. We are concerned with the 
more frequent local causes, their 
prevention and correction. Chief 
among these are pulp decomposi- 
tion and effects from medicinals 
and filling materials. The ugly dark 
disfigurement most often seen is 
due to pigments from the break- 
down of hemaglobin left acciden- 
tally within the pulp chamber 
(Figure 1). Appreciable darken- 
ing could have been prevented in 
most instances by more careful en- 
largement of the access opening 
for endodontic therapy, followed 
by thorough cleansing of the pulp 
chamber. Unless this opening is 
correctly shaped and extended suf- 
ficiently toward the incisal, pulp 
tissue debris cannot be cleansed 
from the recesses where the pulp 
horns have been (Figure 2). Be- 
sides ultimately causing discolora- 











tion, such tissue remnants jeopar- 
dize the success of the entire ther- 
apy by reinfecting the chamber 
while the canal is being treated 
and filled. 

CORRECTIVE TREAT- 
MENT: To brighten the dark non- 
vital tooth, gain ideal access to the 
pulp chamber so that all debris 
within the crown of the tooth can 
be cleaned out. Remove all gutta 
percha, silver point material, ce- 
ment, silicate, amalgam, or any 
other debris. Xylol or chloroform, 
sodium hypochlorite (Clorox®), 
alcohol, a lens, sharp burs, and a

cluding blood, remains. See Figure 
5 for better access.

small sharp spoon excavator are 
all helpful. Material should be re- 
moved from the canal to a level 
about two millimeters below the 
gingival margin. The neck of the 
tooth is often darkest and requires 
the most bleaching action. Ex- 
treme caution must be used to 
avoid perforation. 
PROTECTING ADJACENT 
TISSUES: If a rubber dam was 
not applied at the start of treat- 
ment, it may well be used now. 
Superoxol®, a 30 per cent solution 
of hydrogen peroxide, is a caustic 
and dangerous agent. If it were to 
drip or leak on soft tissues, there 
might be considerable damage. In 
all honesty, I cannot claim to use 
a dam all the time. The combina- 
tion of a cooperative patient, good 
access, and great care sometimes 
permits me to use a cotton roll on 
the facial surface and proceed. 
However, it is not advisable to pre-

scribe treatment using a powerful 
caustic without also advising that 
a rubber dam be applied. Before 
placing the dam, lightly apply pe- 
troleum jelly to the adjacent soft 
tissues for additional protection. 
CHEMOTHERAPY: The length 
of the bleaching treatment de- 
pends upon how dark the tooth is. 
Extreme cases may require a fif- 
teen-minute application both in- 
side and on the facial of the tooth, 
with four or five changes of Super- 
oxol on cotton combined with heat 
as will be described below. Super- 
oxol is not especially effective as it 
is poured from the bottle. Heating 
the chemical at the place of appli- 
cation causes decomposition, lib- 
erating nascent oxygen which is 
most active. It cannot be overem- 
phasized that it is better to take 
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more time with less heat than to 
speed the effect with so much heat 
that adjacent vital tissues may be 
“cooked,” damaged, and the tooth 
severely dehydrated. 

A root plugger, or suitable bur- 
nisher, heated over a Bunsen burn- 
er, may be used; but these are in- 
efficient sources of heat. Gas heat- 
ed instruments are usually too hot 
when applied and cool too soon to 
be useful. Electrically heated small 
instruments, like the low voltage 
bleaching instrument once stand- 
ard on most dental units, are bet- 
ter (Figure 3). Should your equip- 
ment be so modern that these are 
not component parts, the cords, 
handles, and tips, are available. A 
simple doorbell transformer plug- 
ged into alternating current sup- 
plies the 6-8 volts needed to ener- 
gize the heating tip (Figure 4). 
When connected, such _instru- 
ments get hot rapidly and main-

tain an even heat constantly. 

TREATMENT: When apply- 
ing the rubber dam it is necessary 
to include adjacent teeth as a 
guide for color. The pulp chamber 
and the facial surface of the tooth 
to be bleached are carefully dried, 
wiped with cotton saturated with 
benzine or carbon tetrachloride, 
and again dried. Reinspect for de- 
bris, using operating loupes. Wipe 
all exposed areas with 95 per cent 
alcohol and dry with cotton and 
warm air. — 

Pour a small quantity of Super- 
oxol into a clean dappen dish. Fill 
the exposed canal and the pulp 
chamber with soft loose cotton 
moistened with Superoxol. Do not 
oversaturate the cotton, as the 
caustic might seep out. Even with 
the rubber dam there could be an 
‘accident should the dam leak even 
slightly. Place the hot electric tip 
into the moist cotton mass for 
about thirty seconds (Figure 5). 
Stop at any sign of discomfort. 

Leave the moist cotton within 
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the tooth while the facial surface is 
treated for one to two minutes as 
follows: Use a second heating tip, 
and dip in cavity varnish or chlor- 
oform and rosin to render it sticky. 
Wind absorbent cotton tightly 
around the tip, making it similar to 
a small cotton applicator. Dip the 
hot cotton wrapped tip in Super- 
oxol and carefully rub over the fa- 
cial surface of the tooth, remoist- 
ening the cotton as it dries (Figure 
6). Repeat both internal and ex- 
ternal applications several times, 
more if the condition is severe. 

The dark tooth may not bright- 
en immediately. Sometimes the 
full effect does not appear for 12, 
24, or 36 hours. Be cautious not 
to overbleach, as this can be as ob- 
jectionable as a dark tooth. If res- 
toration of color has a long way to 
go and another treatment seems 
indicated, seal Superoxol in the 
chamber with zinc oxide-eugenol 
paste. The final result should be 
slightly lighter than normal as 
some relapse may be expected 
(Figure 7). The small percentage 
of teeth that relapse appreciably 
may be retreated. 


RESTORATION: When the 





brightening or bleaching process 
has been completed successfully, 
remove all cotton and dressings, 
cleanse with benzine, dry and re- 
store. Judge the thinness and opa- 
city of the tooth. Often some trans- 
lucency can be restored by var- 
nishing the inside of the canal and 
pulp chamber with a 10 per cent 
solution of clear methyl methacry- 
late (acrylic) in chloroform. For a 
base filling, white oxyphosphate 
cement often is indicated, but yel- 
low or ceramic blends may be bet- 
ter in some instances. Trial is pos- 
sible by mixing cement powder 
with glycerine and packing to 
place. Naturally, this paste can 
and must be washed out complete- 
ly. The final surface restoration 
may be the one of choice, which- 
ever seems most suitable. 

SUMMARY: Careful and thor- 
ough access and complete cleans- 
ing of all pulp debris during root 
therapy will prevent almost all 
discoloration of such teeth treated. 
However, once darkened, the 
tooth may be brightened success- 
fully by chemical and heat therapy 
used both within the chamber and 
on the facial surface.

“Think and Grow Rich” 

“Think and Grow Rich,” is the title of a new inspirational record on 
which Earl Nightingale narrates the material of Napoleon Hill by the 
same title. 

The opening part of the record stresses the fact that everything be- 
gins with an idea—but ideas are incredibly powerful things when mixed 
with definiteness of purpose, persistence, and an intense desire for their 
translation into material objects or riches, riches being whatever it is 
you may happen to want. The thirteen principles suggested and dis- 
cussed in detail on the record are as follows: 

1. Desire—the starting point of all achievement. 

2. Faith in yourself—by getting a mental picture of yourself having 
already accomplished your main desire you will muster the faith you 
need. 

3. Autosuggestion—as a means by which your subconscious mind 
can be put to work for you. Here is where hunches come from. 

4. Specialized Knowledge—knowledge is power only to the extent it 
is organized into a definite plan of action and directed to a definite end. 

3. Imagination—man’s only limitation within reason, lies in his use 
of his imagination and subsequent motivation to action. 

6. Organized Planning—with a plan you are never confused, or won- 
dering what you should do next. 

7. Decision—the master of procrastination. 

8. Persistence—will power and desire, when properly combined make 
an irresistible pair. 

9. Power of the Master Mind—is a means by which two minds can 
add to their own individual power. 

10. Enthusiasm—channeled by a woman. A man can become success- 
ful without a wife and family, but all the real joy is taken out of it. 

11. The Subconscious Mind—receives and files sense impressions or 
thoughts, thereby making it possible for us to draw on infinite intelli- 
gence. 

12. The Brain—if you had access to all the wealth in the world and 
took a penny you would be doing exactly what you have been doing in 
the use of your brain. 

13. The Sixth Sense—gained through mastery of the foregoing twelve 
principles cited above. 
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Use Questions In Your Case Presentations 


The technique of questioning can be used to put your relationship 
with patients on the right track and help you to keep it there. Questions 
are often far more effective than declaratory statements. With practice 
you will develop an ability to recognize circumstances in which ques- 
tions can be used to advantage. The examples below are intended as 
thought-starters to step up your effectiveness in questioning patients: 

1. To check on the validity of information obtained before a patient 
came in to see you. Example—“Mr. Smith, I believe you work at the 
steel mill, isn’t that right?”, or “I believe Mr. Jones referred you to me, 
didn’t he?” 

2. To ascertain how important the esthetics of the mouth are to a 
patient. Example—“Have you ever been annoyed when you noted some- 
one’s teeth that were discolored?” 

3. To establish a common interest. Example—“Didn’t you go to West 
High School and weren't you on the track team there?” 

4. To get agreement on the validity of statements made. Example— 
“Don't you agree it is more important to go through a little inconveni- 
ence now to forego such excruciating pain again?” 

5. To divert attention or relax a patient when a tense situation de- 
velops. Example—“By the way, Mr. Brown, did you win any bets on 
the game last Saturday?” 

6. To check a patient’s reaction to the answer to an objection or 
question. Example—“When you consider this payment plan that I have 
just explained, the fee is really not an obstacle, is it?” 

7. To attempt to obtain a commitment from a patient. Example—‘“Tf 
you agree to this complete mouth restoration, I can start next Tuesday; 


will that be all right?”

An Interesting Income Tax Proposal 

Professor Harvey E. Brazer proposed in a new book, A PROGRAM For 
FEDERAL INCOME Tax Revision that federal taxes should be levied on 
an average of five years income. Those with fluctuating incomes would 
have the same advantages as those persons with steady incomes. Pro- 
fessor Brazer suggested sixteen other major changes in the federal in- 
come tax which if adopted would result in a revenue loss of about $8 
billion. It was suggested that this be recovered by an increase of 4 per 
cent in present income taxes or a 3% to 4 per cent sales tax. 


Credit Cost Unknown to Most Consumers 

Most people do not consider the cost of credit a crucial factor when 
deciding whether to buy on the installment plan. This is the conclusion 
of Doctor George Katona of the University of Michigan Survey Re- 
search Center based on a 15-year study involving interviews with about 
50,000 people. 

When asked to discuss the arguments for and against the use of credit, 
only one out of six refetred to the cost of borrowing. When specifically 
asked what they thought the cost of financing a $2000 car purchase over 
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two years would be, almost 40 per cent did not know, and 20 per cent 
thought the cost was 6 per cent or less when, in fact, the cost runs be- 
tween 12 to 20 per cent. The point is, do not be “credit cost ignorant.” 
Intelligently finance your shopping and shop your financing. It will 
save you money. 


The Power of Compounding 


About 334 years ago, the Dutch purchased Manhattan Island from 
the Indians for $24. To commemorate this event the Yonkers, New 
York, Historical Society has placed $24 in a trust with the provision 
that it accumulate interest for 334 years. It is estimated that in the year 
2294 the fund will grow to about $5 billion. It will then be used for the 
preservation of historic places. The Historical Society estimated that if 
the Indians had invested their $24 at 6 per cent compounded semi- 
annually, it would be worth about $9 billion today. 


Fire and Casualty Income Tax Deductions 

We have mentioned before that uninsured fire and casualty losses are 
deductible in computing taxable income. There have been some ques- 
tions on the nature of these provisions. Generally, you may make the 
deduction if: 

1) you itemize deductions in the'year the loss occurs, 

2) the casualty is sudden rather than gradual; that is, an earthquake, 

3) the loss is not covered by insurance.

If 
such a dentist encounters a patient who is himself a difficult person, his 
proclivities aggravated perhaps by irritability from pain, or from wait- 
ing, then the impact between the two personalities may result in diffi- 
culties arising over even the simplest of dental operations.—British Den- 
tal Journal.

CoMPETITION in the full denture 
field is being encroached upon by 
bootleg laboratory men and is no 
incidental affair. Neither is it an 
Dental inconsequential effort on their 
part, nor has their effect been in- 
significant in our profession. We 
cannot remain apathetic on this 
important question, without en- 
during more serious repercussions 
than previously. 

Our profession may be reluc- 
tant to acknowledge the place the 
bootleg laboratory is now taking in 
the field of full denture service; 
but such emotions concerning this | 
question are of little value. We 
must face the facts, analyze the 
causes, and then eradicate these 
bootleg laboratories. I am not un- 
mindful that such a task and its 
agreeable solution could be con- 
sidered a difficult proposition. 

These bootleggers are making 
large profits through volume pro- 
duction and are enjoying customer 
recommendations only because of 
their cut-rate prices. However, 
they must be delivering some de- 
gree of satisfaction to their cus- 
tomers, or how could their busi- 
ness continue? 

Such a deduction presents the

professional services may be the answer to 


defeating the bootleg laboratory. 


all important question: “How can 
dentists show exactly what service 
they can render that the bootleg 
laboratories cannot?” After -pon- 
dering this question and realizing 
the agitating and provoking an- 
swers that could be forthcoming, 
I realized the problem was one 
that I had better not tackle single- 
handed—therefore, I solicited the 
aid of seventy-five persons directly 
interested in the matter. 

The group consisted of sixty 
dentists in general practice, five 
specialists not prosthodontists, five 
managers of dental laboratories, 
and five dental salesmen. To facili- 
tate matters I presented the ques- 
tion as follows: “Can ethical den- 
tists make better dentures than 
bootleg laboratory men?” The 
question caused considerable com- 
ment, and the answers are amaz- 
ingly candid in that a vast amount 
of doubt on the subject was con- 
veyed in an indirect way. 

The majority stated an affirma- 
tive answer, but modified it with 
a long discussion on details con- 


cerned in full denture construction 
in which the uncertainties of re- 
sults inevitably were stated and 
admitted. The enthusiasm and re- 
sponse to the question was out- 
standing, showing the intense in- 
terest in the implications and con- 
sequences. 

Ten per cent of the number 
questioned were definite on the 


‘fact that they were in direct com- 


petition with these bootleggers on 
price and were trying to give bet- 
ter results. They had no compunc- 
tion in stating this fact. The re- 
maining replies were greatly di- 
vided into long discussions on the 
phases of prosthetic service, and 
the difficulties encountered with 
full dentures. Virtually no one ad- 
mitted that price itself guaranteed 
success. They stated that their fees 
must cover the mounting cost of 
operating their office, the time in- 
volved on the average case, and 
unpredictable contingencies. 


Opinions on Fee Effects 
The low fee dentists were em- 
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phatic on the fact that their col- 
leagues were driving patients to 
the bootlegger with their high 
fees. The medium fee men were 
skeptical concerning both the low 
and high fee men, and argued 
that they gave considerable atten- 
tion to their full denture service. 
The high fee men stood aloof and 
gave no grounds but that high fees 
were in keeping with successful 
dentures. However, I must admit 
these high fee men gave no sub- 
stantial arguments that confirmed 
or indicated their efforts were av- 
eraging better results; this was in 
contrast to the middle fee dentists. 

In attempting to prove the orig- 
inal question by summing up the 
replies, I was confronted with the 
lack of certainty, for the replies 
continually had a semblance of 
doubt. I have before me the re- 
ports of the seventy-five persons 
questioned, and I have divided 
their replies into categories as 
follows. 

First, I recorded their imme- 
diate answer to the question and 
then their attitude toward the 
question. Next I noted the fee 
charged for full dentures. (To my 
surprise no hesitancy was encoun- 
tered on this question, and all 
but two had fees that varied in 
amounts.) I then inquired about 
what the difference in service was 
for the various fees. They gave ex- 
amples of practical cases, and this 
became a category of its own. 
Many remarks on the subject be- 
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came another column, and their 
personal remarks were tabulated 
separately. 

Having studied this chart for 
days and checked the similarities, 
I was about to abandon the task 
for fear of being unable to judge 
it fairly. I recalled one colleague's 
remark—“You will do more harm 
than good.” His statement fright- 
ened me, but also provoked a 
sense of duty to tell the truth. This 
article, I thought, is not intended 
to be published in the newspapers 
of the country, and after all it is 
the judgment of one man. 

In summing up my project and 
with sincere humbleness I am 
compelled to conclude as follows: 

That the average dentist does 
not take his denture construction 
as seriously as he should. 

That he is so engrossed in oper- 
ative dentistry that his prosthetic 
service becomes secondary. 

That, in general, (according to 
one of my colleagues) he is ask- 
ing: “What amount in all my ef- 
forts am I doing with great sincer- 
ity and high quality?” 

With the editor's permission, 
may I include my personal remarks 
on “What I know today’? After 
forty years in practice, I find my- 
self struggling all the more to learn 
how to produce a greater number 
of successful full dentures. There 
is little doubt in my mind that the 
denture services I gave years ago 
were mediocre and included too 
many failures. And I must admit 
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that my old denture services were standard. Have you had a similar 
something I did between opera- experience?

STANDING VERSUS SITTING 


Doctor Sanford S. Golden, Assistant Professor, School of Dentistry, 
University of Southern California, has conducted an interesting project 
on the human factors in dentistry. 

Standing versus sitting has been the subject of much discussion. How- 
ever, the fact remains that 54.29 per cent of dentists die of circulatory 
disease. Insurance statistics show that sitting at a task will prolong the 
operator's life expectancy by some 17 per cent. Results of Doctor Gol- 
den’s project bare out the fact that there would be strains on the dentist 
from prolonged standing that were not present when the work was per- 
formed in a seated position. A standing position by the dentist causes 
the patient discomfort because he is forced to sit upright. The patient 
tends to become tense and grips the armrest and puts pressure on the 
footrest; the over-all result is fatigue. Optimum working position for 
the dentist and patient was found to be when both are seated and the 
patient's chair is tilted back at a 50 degree angle. 

Results show that patient fatigue'resulted in seven minutes to a maxi- 
mum of a half hour when the patient is upright. On the other hand, only 
minor fatigue indications were found after three to four hours when the 
patient was in a reclining position.—Editorial, Journal of the Maryland 
State Dental Association, Baltimore. 


ESKIMO, 113, HIKES 40 MILES TO SEE DENTIST 


A 113-year-old Eskimo hobbled with two canes over 40 miles of rough 
Alaskan terrain to keep a date with his dentist. This amazing story un- 
folded at Elmendorf Air Force Base with the arrival of a cargo plane at 
Anchorage from remote Sparrevohn in West Alaska.

THE EROSION OF INFLATION 


Durinc the half-century that Ora Hyciene has been published a de- 
termined and pioneering editorial policy has emphasized the business 
affairs in dental practice. We expect to continue this policy. 

The dentist operates in an economy in which he buys his food, cloth- 
ing, shelter—and every other commodity and service—in dollar units. 
He also offers his service in dollar units. If the dollar units received do 
not equal the units spent, the dentist is bankrupt. When there is an 
excess of dollars earned, he is solvent. This favorable position should be 
the goal of everyone in an economic society such as ours. 

Solvency means that the dentist may live in some comfort in the 
present and guard his family from disaster that would come from his 
early death. Solvency also means that the dentist will have enough ex- 
cess funds to educate his children and protect himself from a dependent 
old age, provided he plans his affairs in the early years of practice. 

Life insurance is the usual method that the head of a family uses to 
protect his wife and children from the disaster that would follow his 
early death. An annuity contract is the usual method to protect against 
a dependent old age. Both forms of insurance—life and annuity—have a 
basic weakness: they do not guard against the ravages of inflation. 

The dentist who bought an insurance contract 20 years ago learns 
that inflation has reduced the buying power of his money by about one- 
half. The $10,000 life policy bought 20 years ago will now give his 
family $5000 in buying power. The $200 a month annuity payable at 
age 65 bought 20 years ago will now buy $100 in goods and services. 
This 50 per cent reduction in purchasing power is no fault of the insur- 
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ance companies. It is a bleak example of the erosion of the dollar by 
inflation. 

Life insurance is still the best protection that is offered the dentist to 
assure his family of a livelihood, provided enough is bought to guard 
against a continuing inflation. This is costly. 

For the young dentist the group contract offered by the American 
Dental Association is excellent. There is no savings feature in this con- 
tract. It is not an annuity in any form. It is no protection to the dentist 
himself should he live past 65. The premium rates increase steeply after 
age 60 and the face value decreases. These provisions are explicitly 
stated in the policy. 

There is no sure-fire protection against inflation. There is no certain 
way to protect the dollar that you save today, to be assured that it will 
buy a dollar’s worth of goods and services 10 years from today. Inflation- 
proof is a slogan: a | ishonest one, in fact. 

Rather than putting all his savings into life or annuity insurance and 
making himself “insurance poor” the dentist should consider using some 
of his savings to buy good common stocks as some protection against in- 
flation. Growth stocks are expected to appreciate in value about 5 per 
cent a year and pay an average dividend of 3 per cent.

Dentures and Burning Sensation 

Q.—About 18 months ago a 50- 
year-old woman patient who has 
worn dentures for 25 years com- 
plained of spots in the mental fora- 
men area which burn. For the past 
four years she has been on vitamin 
therapy for a “run-down” condition. 
I relined the denture and it seemed to 
help. But since then she has been 
back several times complaining of the 
burning sensation, which has extend- 
ed to the gingivae, tongue, and 
throat. She experiences the same feel- 
ing whether the dentures are in or 
out. Cold water seems to relieve her. 
She sleeps with her dentures out, and 
says her discomfort is less noticeable 
at night. Will you please advise me if 
anything can be done to give her re- 
lief?—R.D.S., Kentucky 

A.—Since the patient has worn 
dentures successfully for a number 
of years, it is my belief that the eti- 
ology of this problem is systemic 
in nature. The systemic factors to 
be considered are: 

1. Oral tissue reaction to anti- 
biotics, other drugs, and allergens. 

2. Debilitating diseases. 

3. Systemic conditions associat- 
ed with endocrine and blood dis- 
turbances. , 


4. Nutritional imbalance. 
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To check the first factor, I would 
suggest a more complete history to 
determine the possibility of the 
symptoms being caused by antibi- 
otics or certain foods such as to- 
matoes and seafoods or by incom- 
pletely cured dentures. 

In the second and third factors 
mentioned here, it is important to 
work with a physician to deter- 
mine the possibility of other sys- 
temic causes. It has been stated 
that in about 10 per cent of women 
over fifty years of age in menopau- 
sal and postmenopausal states, 
osteoporosis is responsible for in- 
fluencing oral tissues to the point 
of producing chronic soreness un- 
der dentures. The symptoms of 
stomatitis and stomatopyrosis can 
also be influenced by diabetes. 

Probably the most obvious man- 
ifestation in nutritional deficiency 
in the oral cavity is observed in 
cases of vitamin deficiency. The 
deficiency of vitamin B complex 
reduces tissue resistance. Glossitis 
and stomatitis, which may be man- 
ifested by burning tissues under

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dentures, can be due to nicotinic 
acid deficiency (niacin). This 
may be an oral manifestation asso- 
ciated with pellagra which is 
brought about by deficiency of nic- 
otinic acid in the diet. Lean meat, 
liver, potatoes and vegetables are 
good sources of nicotinic acid. 
Therapeutically, nicotinamide is 
used in preference to nicotinic 
acid. Here again, caution and med- 
ical cooperation are advised. Clin- 
ically, 100 mg of nicotinamide 
three times daily after meals often 
aids in alleviating the burning sen- 
sation. 


Black Tongue 

Q.—A 60-year-old woman patient 
reported after an extraction that her 
tongue was all black. She consulted a 
physician and she received injections 
over a period of several months be- 
fore the condition cleared. She is 
coming in soon for another extraction. 
I have told her to call her physician 
so that he may prescribe some medi- 
cation to be taken prior to the dental 
treatment to prevent this fungus con- 
dition. 

Please reply at once if you have 
any explanation for this condition.— 
J.A.L., Kansas 

A.—This sounds like a case of 
“antibiotic” black tongue. A care- 
ful history should be made to de- 
termine the patient's use of anti- 
biotics prior to the dental appoint- 
ment. Treatment, of course, is 


withdrawal of the agent. 


Loose Upper Denture 

Q.—A new patient, a man age 55, 
normal health, negative medical his- 
tory, has been wearing a full upper 
denture opposing natural mandibular 
dentition for approximately fifteen 
years. His complaint is looseness of 
the upper denture. The denture is, 
however, closely adapted to —— 
trophic ridge tissues and palate. 
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There is little alveolar bone left in 
the maxilla, the ridges being made up 
primarily of soft issue seven or eight 
mm thick. It is impossible to measure 
the bite relationship for error, since 
these ridges permit lateral and verti- 
cal movement. 

What are your suggestions regard- 
ing treatment of this condition?— 
R.G.L., Michigan 

A.—The condition you describe 
is probably due to the occlusal 
stresses produced by the natural 
lower teeth occluding with the up- 
per artificial denture. An addition- 
al factor which has probably 
helped to aggravate this condition 
is an ill-fitting denture. In dealing 
with this case, numerous factors 
relative to the patient’s age, and 
physical condition should be con- 
sidered. 

Conservative surgery in the re- 
moval of the hypertrophied tissue 
is a means of improving conditions 
of stability. A period of rest, fol- 
lowed by several weeks of edentu- 
lousness, may reduce the flabby 
condition somewhat. If surgical 
preparation is contemplated, the 
amount of bone should be noted. 
This suggestion should be helpful 
in furnishing stability while regis- 
tering jaw relationship for the pur- 
pose of making a new denture. 


Fluoride and Silver Nitrate 
Q.—Several months ago I received 
a small bottle of stannous fluoride 
powder from the Indiana University 
School of Dentistry for the purpose of 
giving fluoride treatments. One day 
while giving one of these treatments 
I happened to touch a little of the flu- 
oride solution with a 15 per cent solu- 
tion of silver nitrate. I noticed that 
the plain 15 per cent solution of sil- 
ver nitrate was oxidized immediately. 
Since this experience, whenever I 
have found a hypersensitive gingival

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margin around a molar tooth I have 
touched the sensitive tooth area first 
with 15 per cent silver nitrate solu- 
tion, and immediately after with the 
solution of stannous fluoride. This 
causes a brownish-black oxidation of 
the nitrate, and seems effective in re- 
lieving the sensitivity. 

This is what I would like to know: 
What kind of an oxide is formed? 
Would this type of oxidation with the 
silver nitrate have any anticaries ef- 
fect upon the tooth, similar or supe- 
rior, to the oxidation when the am- 
moniated silver nitrate is oxidized 
with eugenolP Would the combina- 
tion of silver nitrate solution and stan- 
nous fluoride have any detrimental 
effect upon the tooth structure other 
than discoloration?—R.C., Utah 

A.—It is not surprising that there 
is a reduction of silver nitrate with 
stannous fluoride. It would be dif- 
ficult to predict the composition of 
the brownish-black precipitate 
with certainty, but it might con- 
tain silver, silver oxide, silver fluo- 
ride, and silver proteinate together 
with stannic oxide, all in quantities 
which would vary with the condi- 
tions under which the precipitate 
is formed. 

There is considerable doubt that 
reduction of ammoniacal silver ni- 
trate on tooth surfaces with euge- 
nol has any anticaries effect. Any 
effect which reduction of silver ni- 
trate with stannous salts might 
have would have to be deter- 
mined. I would not anticipate any 
detrimental effect on tooth struc- 
ture other than staining. 


Decalcification 

Q.—A 13-year-old boy presented 
himself in October 1959. At that time 
he had only two small pinpoint cavi- 
ties which I restored. He returned a 
year later, and I observed many white 
patches on the buccal and labial sur-

faces at the gingival area, the upper 
right and left laterals, cuspids and 
first bicuspids, and also the lower 
right first bicuspid to the left first bi- 
cuspid. 

According to the boy’s parents his 
diet is fairly good. He eats a moderate 
amount of sweets. 

What could have brought about 
such a change in this boy’s dental 
condition in one year? What can I 
advise this patient to do to eliminate 
or retard the development of this con- 
ditionP—N.R.A., New York 

A.—Assuming that this 13-year- 
old boy is in good health and that 
the teeth were normally devel- 
oped, I can only surmise that the 
cause of decalcification stems from 
the diet. Sugar is an important die- 
tary cariogenic factor. The lacto- 
bacillus count can be kept low by 
the reduction of sugar in the diet. 

It is possible that there may be 
a weak structure of the teeth due 


to hereditary causes which, even 
under the strictest oral hygiene 
habits, could still result in contin- 
uing decalcification. The use of 
stannous fluoride application is 
valuable and should be followed 
periodically together with a close 
check of the teeth. 


Sensitive Teeth 


Q.—Some of my teeth are sensitive 
to cold and touch. There is recession 
of gingival tissue around a few of the 
teeth, exposing the root. What is the 
best treatment? — J.G.H., Pennsyl- 
vania 

A.—Where the recession of gin- 
gival tissue has been greatest, it is 
possible that erosion, by either 
chemical or physical causes, has 
affected the peripheral ends of the 
odontoblasts. The cell bodies have

become chronically irritated and 
are hypersensitive to temperature 
changes and other stimuli. Al- 
though the mechanism of action is 
not known, the fluorides are useful 
for desensitizing these sensitive 
areas if applied topically. 

A solution of 2-4 per cent so- 
dium fluoride is effective. Another 
suggested method is the use of a 
33 1/3 per cent paste of sodium 
fluoride. The areas to be desensi- 
tized should be carefully dried be- 
fore the desensitizing agent is ap- 


plied.

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would even think of supplying the 
city's water from the ocean? It’s too 
expensive,” they said. But they were 
his friends, so they each contributed 
$10. 

It had taken Doctor Graves two 
years of research and talking to come 
as far as he had. From this first meet- 
ing the group expanded and eventu- 
ally collected $10,000, which was 
used to hire engineers and advertise 
the plan for a seawater conversion 
plant for San Diego. The federal gov- 
ernment appropriated $125,000 for a 
“public-private salt-water purifica- 
tion research program,” and universi- 
ties and private industries pushed the 
project too. 

Then Doctor Graves received a let- 
ter October 8, 1959, from Fred G. 
Aandahl, assistant Secretary of the 
Interior: “Secretary Seaton has acted 
in line with your request by selecting 
Point Loma as the site for the West 
Coast saline water conversion demon- 


stration plant.”—San Diego (Califor- 
nia) Tribune. 


Stamp Collector Extra-Ordinary 

After practicing dentistry for 49 
years, Doctor T. L. Stangeby of Mott, 
North Dakota, is described as the old- 
est “young” practicing dentist in the 
State. He is also a stamp collector, 
and the stamps financed the educa- 
tion of his four children. 

Last summer Doctor Stangeby de- 
cided to sell his third accumulation, 
and made arrangements with a Phila- 
delphia company to send a buyer to 
North Dakota. The buyer arrived, the 
sale was consummated, and the agent 
started his journey back to Philadel- 
phia on Highway 21. But Doctor 
Stangeby, realizing that he could not 
be without a part of his life-long hob- 
by, gave chase, flagged the man down 
at Elgin some 26 miles away, and 
took back enough stamps to start a 
fourth accumulation.

Elimination of Pain 

A patient may feel uncomfortable 
several ways in the dental office. 

Physical pain can be alleviated by 
good technique, sharp needles, ade- 
quate anesthesia, and proper ap- 
proach to the patient. 

Pain to the pocketbook would be 
another avenue of discomfort. From 
being charged an exorbitant fee, the 
patient must suffer financial pain, and 





this can be disconcerting. 

A patient’s pride can be hurt by be- 
ing charged too low a fee. The res- 
toration, extraction, or whatever we 
make a charge for, reflects the value 
we place on the patient. Too low a 
fee would reflect a low value on the 
service and on the worth of the pa- 
tient to himself. 

We can relate these same discom- 
forts to the dentist. 

The dentist may feel pain because 
of physical privation—an inadequate 

ee means a lack of the comforts of 
life and increased hours to try to keep 
up with his needs. 

He will feel pain to his pocketbook 
if he has not received the proper fee 
or if he has been turned down be- 
cause his fees are too high. 

His pride will be hurt if he puts too 
low an evaluation on his services. 

The dentist has his choice; either 
he accepts moderation or else he 
stands wal and insecure.—STANLEY
